Father Perry was born October 


9, 1916, in Lake Charles, La, where 


he received his early education. He 
entered St. Augustine's Seminary 
in the fall of 1930. 

After preparatory studies at St. 
Augustine’s novitiate in East Troy, 
Wisconsin and Techny, Iil., he re- 
turned to Bay St. Louis for further 
training in Philosophy and Theo- 
iogy. He was ordained January 8, 
1544, at St. Augustine by the Most 
Reverend Richard O. Gerow, STD, 
Bishop of Natchez- Jackson. 

His first appointment was assist- 
ant pastor in Lafayette, La.; Fath- 
er Perry also served in the same 
capacity at St. Peters’ Church, Pine 
Bluff, Arkansas; Notre Dame 
Church, St. Martinville, La., and 
St. Gabriels Church, Mound 
Bayou, Mississippi. 

In 1952 Father Perry was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Joseph's 
Church, Broussard, La., where he 
secured five acres of land, esta- 
dlished the parish and buiit the 
rectory and school, 

He remained there for six 
years. 

He was appointed rector of St.’ 
Augustine’s Major and Minor semi- 
naries July 10, 1958, a position he 
held until July 7, 1964, when he 
was appointed by the Superior 
General of the Society of the Di- 
vine Word to the office of Provin- 
cial Superior of the Southern Pro- 
vince. 

With this appointment, Father 
Perry became the first Negro Ma- 
jor religious superior of men in 
the United States. 

As provincial superior his juris- 
diction extended the Southern Pro- 
vince which embraces 75 priests 
and brothers working in one major 
and a minor seminary in Bay St. 
Louis; a co-educational, high 
school, Holy Rosary, Lafayette, La., 
20 parishes in Louisiana, 10 in 
Mississippi four in Texas and 3 in 
Arkansas. 

Father Perry has been serving 
for the past nine years as National 
chaplain of the Knights and Ladies 
of St. Peter Claver, a predominant. 
ly Negro Catholic Fraternal Order 
numbering 14,000 Catholics, 
throughout the United States. 

In 1963, Father Perry became 
the First Negro clergyman to de- 
liver the opening prayer before 
Congress. He was chosen by the 
Honorable John McCormack, 
Speaker of the House. : 

Father Perry has two sisters, 
Mrs. L. White, Washington, D.C., 
and Mrs. Clyde Kennedy, Stockton, 
California; two brothers, Dr. Frank 
Perry, who has, done extensive 
work in cancer surgery, Nashvilbe, 
Tenn., and Dr. James Perry, a den- 
tist who resides in Oakland, Calif.
